Ifr,  Chairman^  Ladies  aaid  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herem  th  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District,  for  the  year  1951* 

The  health  of  the  population  during  1951  been  satis fac toiy, 
there  have  been  no  epidemic  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  and  for 
the  fifth  successive  ye,ar  there  has  not  been  a  o,ase  of  Diphtheria  in 
the  area. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
Rural  District  for  mid  1951?  of  21,020,  is  an  Increase  of  4OO  over 
the  estimate  for  1950* 

There  -were  570  live  births  during  the  year,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  I7.6,  which  compares  favourably  with  a  rate  of  15.5  fo^ 

England  and  V/ales,  although  the  number,  of  births  in  the  area  again 
shows  a  decrease.  In  1950  there  were  391  births  and  in  1949  9  417* 

The  housing  conditions  in  many  of  the  parishes  are  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  at  the  recent  Health  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  it  was  suggested  that  the  question  of  economic  rents  and  the 
high  cost  of  repairs  is  one  of  major  importance,  and  it  was  hoped  that 
steps  would  be  token  at  an  early  date  to  revise  the  Rent  Restriction 
Acts,  in  order  to  put  machinery  into  operation  for  grading  rents  according 
to  the  standard  of  accommodation  and  amenities  provided.  Legislators 
arid  administrators  hove  the  responsibility  of  ensuring  all  owners  are 
given  encouragement  to  improve  existing  conditions. 

-■Under  the  circumst'inces ,  the  District  Council  has  been  very 
active  in  providing  additional  housing  accommodation*  This,  no  doubt, 
will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  rateable  value,  but  of  all  the 
services  rendered  to  Ihe  community  by  the  Council,  none  will  be  more 
beneficial  than  tine  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions,  and 
appreciation  of  such  services  is  shov^n  by  the  dennnd  for  tho  houses  now 
being  erected. 

The  construction  of  the  Rent  Oil  Refinery  at  Grain  proceeded 
in  1951*  Many  Public  Health  problems  arose,  Upv/ards  of  7 >000 
labourers  and  technicians  were  employed,  of  whom  about  1,500  were 
housed  in  hostels  on  the  site,  A  remarkable  fact  was  that  in  spite 
of  unfavourable  weather,  which  turned  the  surface  into  a  sea  of  mud,  the 
health  of  the  workers  was,  on  tine  whole,  satisfactory.

Of  the  total  live  births  registered,  197  were  male 
and  173  female.  There  v;ere  I6  illegitimate  births, 

6  male  and  10  female. 


lEATHS, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  numbered  23O, 
comprising  I25  males  and  I05  females.  The  figure  is 
arrived  at  after  deducting  deaths  of  non-residents  who  died 
chiefly  in.  camps  and  institutions  and  adding  those  residents 
dying  outside  the  district. 

Infant  Mortality  Rates. 

There  vi/ero  9  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  figure  of  .24.32  per  1000  births, 
a  decrease  over  the  1949  figure,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out 
however  that  comp.arison  with  other  areas  has  little  statistical 
significance  in  the  case  of  such  a  low  infant  mortality 
figure.

WATER  SUPPLIES

Water  is  supplied  to  most  areas  in  the  Rural  District  by  the  Mid 
Kent  Vifater  Company  and  the  Higham  and  Hundrod  of  Hoo  Vifater  Compary, 

An  area  in  the  Parish  of  Shorne  comprising  eleven  houses  and  two 
farms  previously  supplied  from  a  spring  which  was  subject  to  pollution 
from  time  to  tinE  has  now  been  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  by 
means  of  a  nev;  main  pipe  laid  from  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water 
Company’s  source,  the  spring  water  is  not  now  used. 

Due  to-  the  construction  of  the  Kent  Oil  Refinery  in  the  Isle  of 
Grain,  where  large  quantities  of  water  were  used,  the  village  of  Grain 
was  at  tim.es  receiving  an  inadequate  supply  for  domestic  purposes. 

Immediate  stops  were  ta.ken  to  store  water  on  the  building  site  by  means 
of  tanks  in  an  attempt  to  maintain  a  suitable  pressure  in  the  main  pipe 
to  the  villag"<.  Subsequently  a  new  main  was  laid  from  Allhallows  to 
relieve  the  drain  on  the  supply  to  Grain  village. 

Some  isolated  properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Luddesdown  and  Meopham 
which  aro  not  situated  near  public  water  mains,  collect  and  store  rainwater 
in  large  underground  tanks. 
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The  sufficiency  of  the  public  supples  is  satisfactory 
and  the  supplies  are  constant.  Samples  -were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  end  the  results  are  given  hereunders- 

Fifty-three'  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  County  Pathologist  for  examination.  Whilst  all 
the  sanples  taken  direct  from  public  mains  proved  to  be 
of  excellent  quality,  the  sanples  taken  from  various 
points  on  the  building  site  of  the  Kent  Oil  Re  fine  ly  at 
the  Isle  of  Grain,  although  fit  for  drinldLng,  revealed  in 
some  instances  a  rather  high  bacterial  count.  The  cause 
would  no  doubt  be  due  to  the.  storage  of  water  and  the 
constant  alteration  of  and  addition  to  the  water  mains  on 
the  site. 


A  survey  of  sanitary  circumst.ances  arising  in  houses  throughout 
the  Ruml  District  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  with  the

SMERAGE  AND  SMAGE  DISPCBAL. 


Main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  are  laid  in  the  Parishes  of 
Erindsbury  Extra,  Hailing,  Hoo  and  the  Isle  of  Grain,  with  outfalls  into  the 
River  Medway,  The  sewer  in  the  Parish  of  Allhallows  has  an  outfall  into 
Yantlet  Creek  and  thence  into  the  River  Thames,  Most  of  the  properties 
situated  along  the  line  of  the  sewer  at  Hailing,  Allhallows  and  Grain  are 
drained  thereto.  Further  progress  has  been  nade  in  the  connection  of  the 
remaining  properties  at  Hoo. 

The  sewer  which  serves  Frindsbury  Extra  has  now  been  extended  to 
include  the  Parish  of  Higham,  and  fhis  sewer  is  at  present  being  further 
extended  to  drain  properties  in  the  Parish  of  Shorne, 
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Work  of  extension  of  the  sewer  at  Grain  is  now  in  progress. 
This  will  take  drainage  from  other  properties  and  also  from  new 
Housing  sites. 

Schemes  for  the  main  drainoge  of  Cuxton  and  Stoke  have' now 
"been  completed,  and  agreement  to  proceed  is  being  awaited  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 


PUBLIC  GLEANS IHG, 

Refuse  -  Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  district 
by  means  of  two  Dennis  Barrier  loading  refuse  vehicles  end  ono  Dennis  Paxit 
rear-loading  vehicle. 

Refuse  Disposal  -  Refuse  is  disposed  of  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  at  Cuxton 
by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  treated  with  insecticide 
regularly  during  the  summer  months  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies, 
crickets  and  ether  insects,  and  immediate  action  is  taken  to  ©radicate 
a^y  infestation  of  the  tip  by  rats. 

Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  Emptying  -  Cesspools  are  emptied  in  all  parishes 
by  means  of  two  Dennis  cesspool  emptying  vehicles,  the  contents  being 
discharged  into  the  public  sewers  in  most  areas.  Pail  Closets  are  emptied 
weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Allhallows,  Hoo,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Stoke,
